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ZIPPER-BGNN Relations 


1. General Truscott, Gordon Stewart and our senior representative 
with ZIPPER met with High Commissioner MoCloy and two of his assistants 
on 11 May l?f>l to outline the planned discus sion of ZIPPEP. between Hr. 
MoCloy and Chancellor Adenauer. Our farmer position was modified some- 
what, since it was the opinion of Mr, HcCloy' s advisors that the December 
Brussels agreement of the North Atlantic Council prohibited German mili- 
tary intelligence. Rather than attempting to arrange closer cooperation 
between ZIPPER and Bonn and a token of recognition from Bonn for ZIPPER, 

Mr, HcCloy would restrict himself to suggesting that Adenauer point out 
to Gohlsn that, although Bonn could have no military intelligence now, 
ZIPPER would be given full consideration when auoh an organisation is 
permissible. General Truscott and Hr. HcCloy also discussed the possibi- 
lity of protesting, under the terms of the Brussels agreement, the exis- 
tence of Friedrich «ilhela Heins' semi-official intelligence agency in 
Theodor Blank's office . It was decided that the case against J loins would 
be too thin to press, and it was agreed that it would not bo brought tip. 

2. On 17 Hay Hr. HcCloy discussed ZIPPER vdth Adenauer briefly and 
according to plan. Herbert Blankonhorn, a German official charged by 
Adenauer with liaison between his Chancellory and the High Commissioner' s 
office, was present. Hr. HcCloy later told Ids Diroctor of Intelligence, 
Benjamin Shute, that Adenauer was well informed and fully aware of tho 
problem and that he had agreed to call in Oehlan for discussion. 

3. Some additional indications of Bonn feeling on ZIPPER were passed 
along to our representative by General Bsusinger on 22 Uay 1951 • He said 
that on 10 Hay, in a meeting of tho Alliod-Gernan Military Comittee, 

General Hayes spelled out for the first tin® the specific Brussels prohibi- 
tions of a top German staff in the fields of planning, operations, and 
Intelligence, The exchange of views on the definition of intelligence was 
inconclusive . General Heualnger added to our representative that Bonn still 
doe 8 not recognise the Brussels agreement and that the Germans would accept 
a prohibition on intelligence only if the French, Dutch, and other North 
Atlantic nations would likewise forego sovereign intelligence services. 

it. Heusinger also said that on 10 Hay, at a large party at the home 
of General Jean Oaneval, he had been approached by one of Adenauer' o asso- 
ciates who discussed the urgency of the German Intelligence problem, in- 
quired as to Heusinger' s views on ZIPPER, and posed the problem of what 
to do about Heinz and his office. Unfortunately, Heusinger did not further 
identify this official, but it la believed to have boon Herbert Blankanhorn, 
who was present at the UcCloy-Adenauer discussion of ZIPPER. It is of 
interest to note — although it may not be significant— that Blanks nhora is 
generally believed to be extremely close to British intelligence . 



$, One other indication of Oemn political thinking which Hsusinger 
passed on was a recent expression to him by Carlo Schmid of his dissatis- 
faction with the progress of the Federal Office for the Protection of the 
Constitution and hie belief that ZIPPER should be taken over by the govern- 
ment in the near future* Schmid, as you will recall, is the number three 
man in the SPD. 
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
